wherein a weight ratio of the basie drug(s) in free form to the polvacrvlic acid acidic polym e r 
is in a range of from 2:1 to 1:3 3:1 to 1:3 .

13. (Withdrawn) An iontophoresis device comprising a donor electrode, a reference electrode 
and a power supply connected electrically to each of the donor electrode and the reference electrode, 
wherein the current output from the source device is at least one of a direct current, a pulse direct 
current and a pulse depolarized direct current and wherein the current rate is 0.25 to 5.00 
mA-min/cm .
